Feb. 13 <AP>The reso­ 
lutions committee of the Pennsyl­ 
vania 
Federation 
of Sportsmen’s 
Clubs, debating until early today 
over varied proposals ‘‘A cting wild 
life, today tracked up opening of sea­ 
sons on antlerless deer when the 
state considers necessary. 
“We approved the game commis­ 
sion regulations.” said Judge Grover 
C. Ladner, of Philadelphia, president 
of tire federation. 
“We 
suggested, 
however, 
that 
when we have an antlerless deer 
season, the interpretation should be 
that the season applies to deer 
without antlers, or with spikes no 
more than three inch es long.” 
Ladner explained that during the 
recent open season, some hunters 
killed young antler-bearing deer in 
mistake, failing to see their small 
knobs. 
The committee, in session through­ 
out Sunday, “argued over lots of 
things,” Ladner said. 
The committee’s duty was to draft 
recommendations regarding the va­ 
rious resolutions prepared for con­ 
sideration by the federation as a 
whole today. 
“There were so many 
that I 
couldn't begin to carry all of them in 
my head,” said the president 
Some of the proposals call for re­ 
ducing the bass size limit from ten 
to nine inches: keeping personnel of 
the fish and game commissions on a 
non-political basis: advocating com­ 
pulsory public school courses in con­ 
servation; opposing diversion from 
the fish and game funds, and put­ 
ting groundhogs on the list of pro­ 
tected animals. 
The 
federation 
today 
endorsed 
proposals to keep politics out of the 
game and fish commission and com­ 
mended Governor James for public 
statements in which they said he 
favored such a policy. 
The federation also sent a resolu­ 
tion to James commending him for 
his published stand in the angler 
and game news for "preservation of 
the integrity of the separate funds” 
of the game and fish commission. 
Ross L. Le filer, vice president of 
the game commission, told the 67 
delegates and hundreds of visitors 
in the education forum building that 
the commission spent $300,000 a year 
“of your money to take care of the 
hunters who have no regard for the 
rights of sportsmen.” 
Lttfler 
outlined 
re-organization 
plans of the commission and said 
“you men now own nearly 650,000 
acres and we hope that in the next 
two years the game commission will 
hold tor you over a 1,000,000 acres. 
“Sportsmen of Pennsylvania need 
in public lands 5,000,000 acres, in­ 
cluding that owned by the national 
government and the state depart­ 
ment of forests and waters.” 
Lefiler said the re-organization 
was "in the interest of economy and 
efficiency” and that there would be 
“no wholesale transfers in the field.”

Cardinals Prepare
